A. J. Princie, recently appointed 
pastor of the Full Gospel church 
at the corner of Oak Grove avenue 
and Mills street, was born and 
reared in Cleveland, Ohio. His 
parents, Anthony and Anna Princie 
were residents of that city. They 
had two other children, Anthony 
who died some years ago and Au- 
gust, who is still living in Cleve- | 
land. 

Mr. Princie was graduated from 
Cleveland schools and in young 
manhood was a member of the sur- 
gical staff with Armour and com- 
any in Kansas City. It was in this 
|city that he met Eunice Cross, 
ithe attractive blonde girl, who la- 
ter became his wife. 

At this time, ill health forced 
him to give up his position and he 
and Mrs. Princie came to Portland, 
Oregon. 


He made his decision to enter the 
ministry of the Full Gospel church 
; after having attended Revival Ser- 
vices of that faith in Portland. His 
first pastorate was in Lewiston, 
Idaho. 


After years as pastor of various 
Full Gospel churches in this coun- 
try, the young minister became in- 
terested in foreign mission work 
done by his church and decided to 
enter that field himself. With Mrs. 
Princie, he went to Belgium where 
he took an extensive course in 
tropical medical work. At the com- 
pletion of his studies he and his 
wife went to Africa and at Liberia, 
his missionary work began. Later 
the Princies went to Gombari in 
the heart of the Belgian Congo. 
This mission was one of a group of 
missions within a radius of some 
265 miles of deepest jungle, a group 


known as “Assemblies of God.” 
At Gombari, Mr. Princie brought 
the Full Gospel religion to the na- 
tive people. He says that it is in- 
teresting and inspiring to work 
with these people as their own re- 
ligion is the very core of their be- 


ing. Their health, their crops, ev- 
erything depends on their gods. 
Once they have been induced to 
change their “devil gods” and sor- 
cerers, for the Christian God and 
His missionary, the rest is a matter 
of working among them with tol-

erance and understanding. 

Life at Gombari was not all toil, 
Mr. Princie enjoyed big game hunt- 
ing and among the momentos of 
his years in Africa, which he 
brought home with him, is the 
head of a buffalo which very near- 
ly killed him. Mrs. Princie also is 
a crack shot. She says you have to 
be, if you live in an African jungle. 

Sometimes, at the Gombari mis- 


sion, they entertained Belgian gov- 
ernment officials and once, they 
had as guests, the late Martin 
Johnson and his wife, Osa who 
were on safari. 

During his years in Africa, Mr. 
Princie was secretary for the Bel- 


gian Congo field and business di- 
rector for the Liberian field. 
After 9 years missionary work in 


Africa, Mr. Princie’s health broke 
and he was forced to give up his 
work and locate in a different cli- 
mate. He and Mrs. Princie traveled 
through northern Africa to Egypt, 
spending some time in Cairo, then 
to Greece, Italy, Portugal, France 
and finally home by 
America, where they landed at La 
Guardia field. Mr. Princie lectured 
on Africa at numerous schools in 
the United States, before coming 
to Bandon, Oregon, where he and 
his wife visited with Mrs. Princie’s 
mother, Mrs. J. J. Edwards. 

They later came to California 
where Mr Princie received a unani- 
mous Call from the congregation of 
the Menlo Park Full Gospel church

man and has the true vocation for 
the work he has chosen as his life 
work.

Population Trend Summarized.

James Thornton, member of the 
faculty at Sequoia, who has made 
a survey of the population trend 
for the area south of Redwood Ci- 
ty, gave a summary of his findings 
along with those of the San Ma- 
teo County Planning Commission. 
According to a chart Dr. Thorn- 
ton had prepared, the present pop- 
ulation is around 24,000. By 1950 
the population is estimated to be 
40,000, or an increase of 60 per 
cent; by 1960, there will be at least 
75,000 and by 1980, 130,000. Figured 
at a ratio of 25 to 1, there will be 
approximately 3,000 students of 
high school age to be cared for 
in 1960. This, Dr. Thornton pointed 
out, is the “breaking point’? for the 
plant at Sequoia and that another 
high school would have to build 
somewhere in the district.

After a thorough study of the 
property, however, it did not meet 
the requirements being too removed 
from the Menlo Park area. 

No Intention of Condemnation. 

Chairman Merrill was asked if 
the Donchoe property could be pur- 
chased and he said that there 
were five owners who had to be 
contacted and only one expressed 
his intention of not selling. Al- 
though the property could be had 
by condemnation, the board stated 
that such proceedings had not been 
discussed and they did not think 
such steps would be necessary.

The proposed building program 
of the Sequoia Union High School 
District provides for the eventual 
construction of a high school be- 
tween San Carlos and 3elmont, 
and of two high schools in the 
Menlo Park area. The first of the 
latter two is to be placed con- 
venient for students irom the in- 
corporated limits of Menlo Park, , 
but still sufficiently within the Ra- 


venswood School District that it 
can serve that area exclusively 
when population growth justifies 


the establishment of another high 
school on the other side of El Ca- 
mino Real. 

It is a fair assumption that the 
population of the High School Dis- 
trict is distributed approximately 
in proportion to the elementary 
school attendance. Assuming the 
total district population to be 56,- 
000, then the San Carlos-Belmont 
section has a population of 13,000 
or 23 per cent. Clearly, it is en- 


titled to one of the four high 
schools. 
The Menlo Park-Las Lomitas- 


Ravenswood area also has a popu~ 
lation of 13,000. About half of this 
population resides inside the Ra- 
venswood School District, and half 
in the Menlo Park-Las Lomitas 
section. It is obvious that more 
than one high school in this sec- 
tion of the district is not justi- 
fied on the basis of present popu- 
lation, and that any high school 
located hereabouts must draw both 
from the city and the unincorpor- 
ated Ravenswood area to muster 
a respectable enrollment. The site 
must be chosen so that it is con- 
veniently located for both sections. 
With this in mind, and the require- 
ment of a 30-acre plot, it is diffi- 
cult to see how the proposed Dono- 
hoe site can be much improved 
upon.
